ORGANIZING AN IRRIGATION DIS- 


TRICT. 


A petition is being circulated for tlio 


organization of nn irrigation district to 
embrace the Truckeo and its tributaries 
in Washoo cotmty. 
A brief synopsis ol 


the Act of the recent Legislature relating 
to the formation of irrigation districts is 
published with u view of giving those 
who have not opportunity to see the 
Statutes an idea of the provisions of the 
Act. 
It will be observed that only those 


persons who have lauds iu the proposed 
dutrict susceptible of irrigation form a 
common source, and by the «amo system 
are authorized to petition for the orgnoi 
zatiou of a district. When a mnjority of 
such laud owners as shown by the last us 
sessuient roll 
petition the Board ol 


County Commissioners tu provided bj 
the Act, the Board shall within 
foui 


weeks make svu order dividing the pro 
posed Uistriet into five divisions and pro 
vide for an election .to determine whcthei 
or not the same shall bo organized, ani 
also for the election of five Directors, at 
Assessor, 
Collector 
nod 
Treasurer 


While only taxpayers owning lands are 
eligible for petitioners, every qualified 
elector in the district can vote fur or 
against the organizatiou^of the district 
and for officers. 
For the purpose of con- 


structing necessary irrigation ditches 
reserroirs and works and acquiring the 
necessary property rights therefor, the 
Board of Directors must as soon as the 
district is 
organized 
determine 
the 


amount of money necessary to be raised 
and call a special election, at which the 
question whether or not bonds shall be 
issued in the amount so determined shal 
be submitted to all the voters of the dis 
trict. 
The bonds and interest shall be 


paid by revenue derived from an annua 
assessment upon nil the real proptrty ol 
the district, and such property shall re- 
main liable to be assessed for such pay 
inent. 


As this is a question which concerns 


the people of the proposed district, i 
should be fairly and generally discussec 
that all may uuderstand it and none sign 
it or refuse to sign it through ignorance 
The question is, shall the people alonj; 
the Truckee and its tributaries bond 
their property tor the purpose of build 
ing or putchasiug a water storage systen 
in the mountains? 
Only taxpayers who 


own lands susceptible of irrigation from 
a common source can petition to have 
this done, but all real property tlmt i 
town lots, as well as farms, wilt be liubli 
for the expense incurred in building o 
purchasing reservoirs. 


UTAH ELECTION RETURNS. 


The Salt Lake Herald publishes th 


full returns of the late election in Utal 
Territory. The total vote was 27,900 
divided as follows politically: 
Demo 


cratic, 14,157, Liberal, 7,404; Republi 
can, 6,339. 


The Liberal party, which is composec 


of Democratic and liopublican gentiles 
carried Salt Lake City nnd elected sev 
oral members of tho Territorial Logisla 
ture. They profess to believe that the 
MormoDS are not sincere in their profes 
sions of fealty to national parties, bu 
facts do not sustain the assumption. On 
the other hand, there nro gentiles who 
contend that the disruption of the Lib 
eral and People's parties, into which tin 
people of Utah have heretofore been 
divided, will mark a new era in the his 
tory of Utah, and tend to materially in 
crease the prosperity of the Territory 
Heretofore the issues which divided th 
parties were of a local or personal char 
ncter. 
Now they are national, and arc 


baaed upon tho principles which divid 
tho people in other sections of the Union
